The 
Ministry  of  the  Attorney  General  prosecutes  matters  under  the  Federal  Criminal  Code, 
the  Young  Offenders  Act,  and  the  Provincial  Statutes.  Crown  Attorneys  and  counsel  in 
the  Criminal  Law  Division  conduct  prosecutions  throughout  the  province  and  provide 
legal  advice  to  the  government  on  criminal  matters.  Lawyers  in  the  Civil  Law  Division 
conduct  civil  litigation  and  Provincial  Statutes  prosecutions  and  provide  advice  on  legal 
matters  to  the  government  and  its  agencies,  boards  and  commissions.  The  Ministiy  also 
advises  government  on  constitutional  questions.  The  Ministry  co-ordinates  the 
administration  of  court  services  in  Ontario,  operating  a  network  of  over  250  court  offices. 
Programs  administered  by  the  Ministiy  include  the  Family  Support  Plan,  the  Victim- 
Witness  Program,  the  Drinking  and  Driving  Countermeasures  Office,  Supervised  Access, 
the  Official  Guardian  and  the  Public  Trustee.  The  Ministry  also  develops  policy  for  and 
funds  the  Ontario  Legal  Aid  Plan.  Boards,  commissions  and  administrative  agencies 
overseen  by  the  Ministiy  include  the  Criminal  Injuries  Compensation  Board,  the  Office 
of  the  Police  Complaints  Commissioner,  the  Board  of  Inquiiy,  the  Ontario  Municipal 
Board,  the  Assessment  Review  Board  and  the  Board  of  Negotiation.  In  addition,  the 
Ministry  initiates  and  manages  the  reform  of  laws  affecting  the  administration  of  justice 
in  Ontario.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Policy  Development  Division  develops  the  legislative  program  of  the  Ministry.  It 
analyses  and  in  some  cases  initiates  proposals  for  law  reform,  and  assists  generally  in 
the  transformation  of  law  reform  ideas  into  legislative  and  administrative  action.  The 
Division  produces  policy  submissions  for  Cabinet  and  its  committees  and  works  with 
Legislative  Counsel  in  the  preparation  of  draft  bills  and  regulations.  Legal  and  policy 
research,  analysis,  consultation  and  representing  the  Ministry  on  interministerial  and 
intergovernmental  committees  are  major  Division  activities.  The  Division  has  financial 
responsibility  for  the  Ontario  Legal  Aid  Plan  in  addition  to  its  ongoing  legal  and  policy 
functions.  The  Division  is  also  responsible  for  a  number  of  Ministry  activities  in  relation 
to  human  rights,  race  relations  and  native  issues  and  administers  the  supervised  access 
program. 


FUNCTIONS 

The  Division’s  major  functions  are  as  follows: 

•  Studying  and  analyzing  all  aspects  of  the  administration  of  justice  in  Ontario. 

•  Continual  review  of  the  approximately  120  statutes  administered  by  the  Ministry, 
proposing  reform  and  analyzing  suggestions  for  reform  from  the  Ontario  Law 
Reform  Commission,  the  public,  lawyers,  other  ministries  and  members  of  the 
Legislature. 

•  Developing  the  legislative  program  of  the  Ministiy.  This  process  begins  with 
discussions  on  suggested  legislation  with  senior  staff  members  of  the  Ministry. 
Frequent  discussions  are  held  and  position  papers  are  prepared  in  consultation 
with  outside  groups  which  have  an  interest  in  the  issue.  Policy  submissions  are 
then  prepared  outlining  the  problems  and  evaluating  all  government  options  for 
discussion  and  decision-making  by  the  Cabinet  Committee  on  Justice  and  by 
Cabinet.  This  process  concludes  with  counsel  from  the  Division  assisting 
legislative  counsel  to  create  draft  bills  reflecting  Cabinet  decisions,  and  preparing 
compendiums  for  use  by  the  members  of  the  Legislature. 

•  Advising  the  Attorney  General  and  Deputy  Attorney  General  during  the  legislative 
process  of  a  bill.  This  generally  involves  attending  the  Legislative  Assembly  with 
the  Attorney  General  or  Parliamentary  Assistant  to  assist  as  necessary  in 
responding  to  issues  raised  by  members  of  the  Legislature  about  the  bill.

INITIATIVES 

•  Counsel  In  the  Division  is  responsible  for  Bill  28,  the  Class  Proceedings  Act  and  Bill 
29,  the  Law  Society  Amendment  Act  (Class  Proceedings  Funding)  which  are  expected 
to  receive  Third  Reading  in  the  spring  of  1992. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  chairs  an  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Law  of  Standing,  which 
was  established  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Attorney  General  concerning  the 
best  way  to  reform  the  law  of  standing  in  order  to  expand  the  basis  on  which 
individuals  have  access  to  the  courts  to  raise  important  issues  of  public  interest. 
The  Committee  is  expected  to  report  to  the  Attorney  General  in  the  spring  of  1992. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  prepared  a  consultation  draft  of  a  new  Limitations  Act  which 
was  released  in  June  1991  for  public  consultation.  The  proposed  legislation  would 
increase  access  to  justice  for  victims  of  sexual  assault  and  modernize  the  law  of 
limitations. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  continued  the  comprehensive  examination  of  ways  in  which 
access  to  justice  and  legal  services  could  be  improved.  Issues  such  as  contingency 
fees,  pre-paid  legal  services,  paralegals,  and  access  for  minorities  are  part  of  the 
examination. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  are  in  the  process  of  reviewing  the  Intervenor  Funding 
Project  Act  which  was  recently  extended  for  a  four  year  period.  The  purpose  of  the 
Act  is  to  provide  funding  for  public  interest  interveners  at  hearings  before  certain 
administrative  tribunals. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  is  a  member  of  the  Federal/  Provincial/Territorial  Family 
Law  Committee  which  is  studying  the  issue  of  child  support  guidelines. 

•  Staff  in  the  Division  is  coordinating  the  Supervised  Access  Pilot  Project.  The 
Ministry  is  funding  14  centres  to  provide  supervised  access  services  as  part  of  a  two 
year  pilot  project. 

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  is  chairing  an  inter- divisional  committee  within  the  Ministry 
which  is  overseeing  and  coordinating  race  relations  initiatives.  Many  of  the  projects 
are  funded  through  the  Ministry  of  Citizenship’s  Multiculturalism  and  Race  Relations 
Fund.

•  Counsel  in  the  Division  is  responsible  for  Bill  108,  the  Substitute  Decisions  Act  and 
Bill  110,  the  Consent  and  Capacity  Statute  Law  Reform  Act.  These  Bills,  the 
purpose  of  which  is  to  facilitate  the  making  of  personal  arrangements  for  future 
incapacity  and  to  establish  a  back-up  system  to  provide  for  substitute  decision 
making  for  mentally  incompetent  adults,  have  received  second  reading  and  are  in 
Standing  Committee.  They  are  part  of  a  legislative  package  that  will  also  provide  for 
non-legal  advocacy  services  for  vulnerable  adults  and  consent  to  health  care 
services. 

•  Counsel  is  coordinating  a  consultation  group  on  amendments  to  the  Trespass  to 
Property  Act. 

•  Counsel  is  continuing  with  the  review  of  legislative  policies  based  on  spousal  status. 

•  The  Division  continues  to  be  involved  in  the  development  and  implementation  of 
community-based  justice  projects  in  two  Nishnawbe-Aski  Nation  (NAN)  communities 
(Attawapiskat  and  Sandy  Lake). 

•  Division  staff  continue  their  involvement  in  the  development  of  enhancements  to  the 
constitution  recognizing  the  inherent  rights  of  aboriginal  peoples  to  self-government. 

•  Staff  are  involved  with  the  Ontario  Legal  Aid  Plan  in  the  continued  development  of 
the  NAN  Legal  Services  Corporation,  which  is  designed  to  provide  a  "one-stop"  legal 
service  to  members  of  NAN  communities. 

•  Staff  are  coordinating  a  response  to  the  evaluation  of  the  Native  Courtworkers 
Program  and  continue  their  involvement  in  the  recruitment  of  additional  candidates 
for  the  Native  Justices  of  the  Peace  Program. 

•  Counsel  are  directing  and  participating  in  the  implementation  phase  of  the 
reallocation  reviews  of  the  court  system  and  legal  aid.  These  policy  based  reviews 
are  designed  to  identify  and  implement  positive  reform  initiatives  which  will  reduce 
costs,  generate  savings  or  avoid  future  costs.

The  Ontario  Law  Reform  Commission  is  an  independent  body  and  inquires  into  any 
matter  relating  to:  reform  of  the  law  having  regard  to  the  statute  law,  common  law  and 
judicial  decisions;  the  administration  of  justice;  judicial  and  quasi-judicial  procedures 
under  any  Act;  and  any  subject  referred  to  it  by  the  Attorney  General. 


FUNCTIONS 

•  Maintains  a  systematic,  continuous  and  long-range  review  of  the  law  of  Ontario. 

•  Institutes  and  directs  legal  and  related  research  with  a  view  to  reform  of  the  law. 

•  Consults  on  specific  projects  with  members  of  the  judiciary,  the  legal  and 
academic  community,  government,  members  of  the  public,  and  persons  with 
expertise  or  an  interest  in  the  subject  matter  of  the  particular  project. 

•  Publishes  reports  containing  the  results  of  its  research,  including 
recommendations  for  reform  of  the  law  and,  where  appropriate,  draft 
recommended  legislation.

•  In  1992-93,  the  Human  Resources  Branch  will  focus  its 
consultative/administrative  expertise  on  the  continued  support  of  Strategies  for 
Renewal  (incorporating  Employment  Equity  goals)  and  the  promotion  of  Strategic 
Workforce  Management  with  an  emphasis  on  human  resources  planning.

In- 
house,  the  Human  Resources  Branch  will  continue  its  emphasis  on  streamlining 
administrative  procedures  to  improve  client  service,  as  well  as  increased  client 
consultation. 

•  The  Branch  will  concentrate  on  upgrading  its  database  to  allow  for  more  effective 
human  resource  planning  as  well  as  providing  up-to-date  statistics  for 
Employment  Equity. 

•  The  Branch  will  update  the  payroll  section  of  the  Ministry  Manual  of 
Administration  for  inclusion  in  the  Ministry  Human  Resources  Manual.  This  will 
be  done  in  consultation  with  line  managers  of  the  various  Ministry  offices.

•  Employment  Equity  Fund  approval  by  Management  Board  for  a  Pilot  Project  to 
enhance/modify  the  Employment  Equity  and  Training  and  Development  database. 
Adjustments  to  the  system  will  result  in  improved  Training  and  Development/ 
Strategies  for  Renewal  reporting  in  terms  of  accuracy,  time,  required  output,  ease 
of  manipulation  of  data,  etc. 

•  A  strong  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  the  development  and  implementation  of 
training  and  reskilling  initiatives,  both  within  the  Ministry  and  cross-ministerial, 
to  facilitate  a  skilled  and  flexible  workforce  for  the  ’90s. 

•  Continue  to  work  toward  improved  data  collection  and  analysis,  and  maintain  a 
Workforce  Profile  database  with  a  goal  of  a  95  per  cent  return  rate.  This  includes 
the  implementation  of  applicant  self-identification  in  staffing  of  classified  and 
unclassified  positions. 

•  Human  Resources  Branch  has  requested  funding  from  the  Management  Board 
Secretariat  to  undertake  a  review  of  its  employment  systems  and  to  identify  and 
remove  systemic  barriers  in  employment;  a  task  force  with  management  and 
bargaining  unit  co-chairs  will  be  struck  to  carry  out  the  review. 

•  An  integrated  program  of  employment  equity  initiatives  is  to  be  designed, 
developed,  implemented,  and  monitored  in  concert  with  the  new  Employment 
Equity  program;  in  addition  to  the  initiatives  mentioned  above,  the  Branch  will 
continue  to  place  a  strong  focus  on  improving  outreach  recruitment  methods  and 
establishing  linkages  with  community  associations  as  well  as  finalizing  and 
distributing  an  Outreach  Guide  for  Managers. 

•  The  review  and  reorganization  of  the  Ministry  French  Language  Services  program, 
which  became  part  of  Human  Resources  Branch  on  April  1,  1992,  to  address  both 
Ministry  and  corporate  service  needs,  is  a  major  initiative  for  1992-93.  A  high 
priority  will  be  placed  on  the  development  of  policies  and  guidelines  for  the 
Ministry,  as  well  as  the  monitoring  and  setting  the  strategic  direction  to 
incorporate  outreach  to  the  francophone  community.

INITIATIVES 

Time  to  Trial 

•  The  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  released  its  judgement  in  Askov  et  al.  vThe  Queen 
on  October  18,  1990.  The  court  ruled  that  the  constitutionally  permissible  time 
to  trial  in  the  General  Division  in  Peel  was  6  to  8  months  from  the  date  of 
committal. 

•  Subsequent  to  this  decision,  the  Criminal  Law  Division  was  given  approval  to  hire 
additional  staff  to  eliminate  the  backlog  of  cases. 

•  The  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  released  its  awaited  decision  in  R  v  Darlene  Morin 
on  March  26,  1992.  The  decision  gives  guidance  regarding  time-to-trial  in  the 
Provincial  and  General  Divisions.  While  the  court’s  decision  could  be  construed 
as  providing  some  additional  flexibility  respecting  the  Crown’s  obligation  to  bring 
the  accused  to  trial,  the  suggested  timeframes  are  in  accord  with  Ministry 
practices  and  are  not  meant  to  be  a  signal  for  backsliding.  The  court  confirmed 
its  6-8  month  "guideline"  in  Askov  for  General  Division  cases  and  established  an 
8-10  month  "guideline"  for  Provincial  Division  cases. 


Aboriginal  Justice  -  Alternative  Measures  Program 

•  The  Ministry  has  funded  an  alternative  measures  pilot  project  which  will  be 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  Aboriginal  Legal  Services  of  Toronto  Inc.  The 
proposal  involves  the  selection  of  suitable  candidates  to  be  diverted  from  the 
Provincial  court  and  brought  before  a  Native  Community  Council  which  will 
impose  appropriate  dispositions.  The  Division  and  the  sponsoring  organization  will 
jointly  evaluate  the  program  to  assess  the  benefits  to  aboriginal  persons  who  come 
into  conflict  with  the  law. 

•  In  addition,  the  Ministry  is  continuing  its  financial  support  for  two  native  justice 
pilot  projects  in  Sandy  Lake  and  Attawapiskat.  These  projects  are  undergoing  an 
evaluation  to  assess  their  impact  on  the  communities  and  the  individuals  involved.

Child  Witness  Projects 

•  The  Division  has  continued  funding  in  the  1992-93  fiscal  year  to  support  two 
community  based  pilot  projects  which  are  designed  to  assist  children  suffering 
from  abuse,  in  dealing  with  the  court  process. 


Diversion 

•  The  Division  has  implemented  several  pilot  projects  in  which  first  time  offenders 
who  have  committed  minor  offences  are  diverted  from  the  formal  court  process. 
Individuals  who  are  diverted  enter  into  a  diversion  contract  in  which  the  person 
may  be  asked  to  participate  in  a  range  of  alternative  measures  such  as  educational 
sessions,  restitution,  compensation  and  in  some  situations,  community  service. 
Projects  have  been  implemented  in  Brampton,  North  York,  Etobicoke  and  Ottawa. 
In  addition,  the  Division  would  like  to  undertake  further  pilots  in  other  regions  of 
the  Province  over  the  course  of  the  1992-93  fiscal  year  as  the  initial  pilot  projects 
have  proved  to  be  effective  and  are  supported  by  the  Retail  Council,  which  is  the 
major  victim  group  for  these  minor  offences. 


Screening,  Disclosure  &  Issue  Resolution 

•  In  June  1991,  the  Attorney  General  formed  an  advisory  committee,  chaired  by  Mr. 
Justice  Arthur  Martin  and  comprised  of  representatives  of  the  defence  bar,  police 
and  the  Criminal  Law  Division,  to  review  and  present  recommendations  regarding 
possible  improvements  to  current  screening,  disclosure  and  issue  resolution 
practices  in  the  Crown  Attorneys’  system.

It  is  anticipated  that  die  final  report  of  the 
committee  will  be  completed  in  the  spring  of  1992.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Support  and  Custody  Order  Enforcement  Act  was  amended  by  the  Family  Support 
Plan  Amendment  Act.  1991  (Bill  1 7)  and  is  now  called  the  Family  Support  Plan  Act.  1985. 

While  the  mandate  remains  the  same,  to  enforce  support  and  custody  provisions 
contained  in  Court  Orders  and  Agreements,  the  new  Act  provides  for  automatic  wage 
deduction  where  there  is  an  income  source. 

The  new  legislation  was  introduced  to  address  the  burden  placed  on  taxpayers  when 
support  payors  fail  to  meet  their  obligations.  By  providing  for  automatic  wage  deduction 
at  the  time  a  support  order  is  made,  the  Family  Support  Plan  (formerly  the  Support  and 
Custody  Enforcement  Program)  will  help  establish  a  regular  pattern  of  payment,  as  a 
priority  obligation,  similar  to  other  statutory  deductions.  A  public  awareness  campaign 
was  undertaken  in  an  effort  to  inform  the  public  and  to  assist  in  changing  society’s 
attitude  toward  delinquent  support  payors  in  that  it  is  no  longer  considered  acceptable 
to  ignore  or  defer  a  support  obligation. 


FUNCTIONS 

Eight  regional  offices  throughout  the  province  register  support  orders,  enforce  provisions 
where  necessary,  and  receive  payments  for  support.  These  offices  are  located  in  Ottawa, 
Sudbury,  Thunder  Bay,  Oshawa,  Toronto,  Hamilton,  London  and  Windsor.  Centralized 
operations  consist  of  a  Trust  Fund  management  unit  which  reconciles  and  disburses 
cheques  to  recipients,  a  Central  Inquiry  Information  Unit  which  responds  to  all  telephone 
enquiries,  and  a  Reciprocity  Office  which  deals  with  support  and  custody  issues  involving 
other  jurisdictions.  The  Director’s  Office  in  Toronto  provides  direction  to  the  regions 
through  policy  and  procedural  development,  communication  strategies  and  as  well 
oversees  the  allocation  of  resources  and  provides  administrative  and  operational  support. 

Custody  issues  represent  approximately  5%  of  the  business  activities.

The  Assessment  Review  Board  was  established  under  the  Assessment  Act.  1968-69  and 
continues  under  the  Assessment  Review  Board  Act.  RS.O.  1990.  This  Board  is  an 
administrative  tribunal  which  draws  its  jurisdiction  from  the  Assessment  Act,  the 
Municipal  Act  and  the  Commercial  Concentration  Tax  Act  1989. 

The  Board  is  the  first  level  encountered  by  the  public  in  the  assessment  appeal 
procedure.

•  Complaints  against  realty  and  business  assessment  forming  the  basis  of  municipal 
taxation  in  Ontario.

•  Listens  to  both  parties  and  if  it  considers  it  has  enough  information  and  the 
parties  have  not  agreed  during  the  meeting,  then  it  will  give  its  opinion  as  to  the 
compensation  the  Board  feels  would  be  fair.  This  may  or  may  not  be  accepted  by 
either  party;  if  no  agreement  follows,  they  are  free  to  proceed  to  arbitration 
(Ontario  Municipal  Board).

Sunday  Shopping 

The  Retail  Business  Establishments  Statute  Law  Amendment  Act  was  proclaimed  in  force 
on  December  I,  1991.  Criteria  were  introduced  to  be  used  by  municipal  councils  in 
assessing  applications  for  exemptions  from  this  Act  and  vests  authority  in  the  Ontario 
Municipal  Board  to  hear  appeals  against  the  passing  by  a  municipality  of  by-laws  to 
regulate  retail  shopping  on  common  pause  days.  Regulations  under  the  Act  require  that 
the  Board  use  its  best  efforts  to  decide  these  appeals  within  90  days  of  the  close  of  the 
statutory  appeal  period.  This  Act  has  the  potential  to  generate  numerous  appeals  to  this 
Board. 


Settlement  Hearings 

In  January  1992,  the  Board  conducted  its  first  series  of  Settlement  Hearings  to  deal  with 
certain  minor  variance  appeals.  The  new  procedures  involve  a  review  of  incoming 
variance  files  to  identify  those  that  may  be  suitable  for  Settlement  Hearings  and  are  less 
formal  and  involve  more  mediation  than  the  usual,  formal  Board  hearing.  It  is 
anticipated  that  20%  of  the  current  variance  appeal  backlog  will  be  settled  using  this 
procedure. 

Applications  suitable  for  this  process  include  those  where  there  are  preferably  fewer  than 
four  parties;  where  there  are  a  limited  number  of  issues  raised,  and  those  issues  which 
are  of  specific  concern  to  the  subject  site  and  parties,  but  not  of  general  public  concern. 


Railways 


Under  the  Railways  Act,  and  the  incorporating  Acts  of  newly  chartered  provincial 
railways,  the  approval  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  is  required  for  the  operation  of 
tourist  excursion  and  freight  rail  operations  in  the  province.  The  Board’s  role  in 
approving  these  operations  is  more  regulatory  than  adjudicative  and  as  such  the  Board 
is  looking  for  ways  to  develop  or  adapt  safety  standards  and  requirements  presently  in 
effect  for  Canada’s  national  lines.

INITIATIVES  (CONT’D) 

Declaration  of  Provincial  Interest 

In  April  1992,  the  Board  issued  a  153  page  decision  dealing  with  Official  Plan 
Amendment  C-65-86,  a  secondary  plan  for  the  Motel  Strip,  City  of  Etobicoke.  As 
provided  in  Section  17(16),  RS.0.1990,  Chap.  P.7-P.53,  of  the  Planning  Act,  the  Minister 
of  Municipal  Affairs  had  declared  this  matter  to  be  one  of  "Provincial  Interest"  which 
means  the  Board’s  decision  is  subject  to  Cabinet  approval.  This  is  only  the  second  time 
a  provincial  interest  has  been  declared  in  a  matter  under  consideration  by  the  Board. 
The  first  case  involved  issues  of  development  near  the  Thunder  Bay  Airport. 


Development  Charges 

The  Development  Charges  Act  received  Royal  Assent  on  November  23,  1989.  It  permits 
municipalities  and  school  boards  to  impose  development  charges  on  all  types  of 
development  that  will  increase  the  need  for  municipal  services  or  school  facilities.  It  not 
only  addresses  the  need  for  hard  services,  but  also  provides  for  off-site  soft  services  such 
as  added  police  and  fire  protection.  The  legislation  provides  for  several  types  of  appeals 
to  the  Ontario  Municipal  Board  by  those  on  whom  these  levies  have  been  imposed.  To 
date,  the  Board  has  received  in  excess  of  84  appeals  and  anticipates  a  marked  increase 
in  the  months  ahead. 


Affordable  Housing 

In  response  to  the  Provincial  Government’s  initiative  of  fast-tracking  affordable  housing 
applications,  twenty- two  hearings  have  been  scheduled  between  March  27,  1992  and 
August  4,  1992.  These  hearings  range  from  one  to  15  days  and  will  require  100  hearing 
days.  A  further  13  cases,  requiring  77.5  hearing  days  await  scheduling.

Practice  Direction 

The  Board  continues  to  expand  the  use  of  its  Practice  Direction.  This  is  issued  along 
with  the  Appointment  for  Hearing  on  those  hearings  anticipated  to  be  lengthy  or  complex. 
The  Practice  Direction  requires  those  parties  who  intend  to  call  expert  witnesses  to  file 
with  all  known  parties  and  with  the  Board,  a  report  or  memorandum  which  sets  out  the 
witnesses’  qualifications  and  the  substance  of  the  evidence  proposed  to  be  given.  These 
materials  are  required  to  be  filed  ten  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  start  of  the  hearing. 


Prehearing  Conferences 

Prehearing  conferences  are  held  in  advance  of  the  full  hearing  on  matters  expected  to  be 
both  complex  and  lengthy.  The  prehearing  procedure  affords  the  Board  the  opportunity 
to  identify  the  parties  and  participants,  and  the  degree  to  which  they  wish  to  participate, 
as  well  as  to  provide  the  identification  of  issues  to  be  addressed  at  the  hearing.  The 
Board  is  then  in  a  position  to  establish  rules  for  the  prefiling  of  documents  and  to  set  out 
the  order  of  presentation  of  evidence.  The  prehearing  process  permits  participants  to 
have  a  better  understanding  of  the  issues  to  be  raised  or  addressed  by  others,  and  has 
proven  to  be  of  assistance  to  all  participants  in  the  organization  of  the  hearing  agenda.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  Office  of  the  Police  Complaints  Commissioner  is  responsible  for  providing 
independent  oversight  of  the  system  for  resolving  complaints  by  members  of  the  public 
regarding  the  conduct  of  police  officers  as  provided  by  the  Police  Services  Act,  1990.  Part 
VI. 


FUNCTIONS 

•  Receive  and  record  complaints  by  members  of  the  public. 

•  Monitor  the  investigations  conducted  by  the  police  services’  Public  Complaints 
Investigation  Bureaus,  the  decisions  made  by  Chiefs  of  Police  or  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Ontario  Provincial  Police  (O.P.P.)  and  verdicts  reached  in  internal 
disciplinary  trials  under  Part  V  of  the  Police  Services  Act,  1990. 

•  Review  and  reinvestigate  complaints  following  a  decision  by  a  Chief  of  Police  or  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Ontario  Provincial  Police  (O.P.P.) . 

•  Order  discipline  hearings  before  the  civilian  Board  of  Inquiry. 

•  Make  public  recommendations  concerning  police  practices  and  procedures  and 
laws  which  may  affect  the  resolution  or  prevention  of  public  complaints. 

•  Provide  access  to  the  complaint  system  through  an  extensive  outreach  and 
information  strategy.

INITIATIVES 

The  Office  of  the  Police  Complaints  Commissioner  will  continue  to  establish  the 
administrative  framework  to  deliver  its  program  under  its  province-wide  mandate  by 
implementing  a  regionalized  structure. 

Activities  will  include  outreach  to  organizations  representing  women,  racial  and  linguistic 
minority  communities  and  natives.  A  particularly  important  initiative  will  be  the 
recruitment  of  a  Native  Outreach  Officer/Investigator.  The  position  will  be  headquartered 
in  Thunder  Bay  and  will  serve  as  a  resource  for  the  province  as  a  whole. 
Educational/informational  sessions  for  police  and  for  the  general  public  will  place  heavy 
demands  on  staff  resources. 

Recruitment  of  14  additional  staff  will  be  a  major  initiative. 

Management  of  the  investigative  function  will  be  decentralized  by  the  relocation  to 
Thunder  Bay  of  the  Director  of  Investigations,  Regional  Offices.

ACTIVITY  DESCRIPTION 

The  statutory  mandate  of  the  Board  of  Inquiry,  an  independent  quasi-judicial 
administrative  tribunal,  established  under  the  Police  Services  Act.  R.S.O. 1990,  Chapter 
P.15  (Part  VI),  is  to: 

(a)  hear  and  adjudicate  into  public  complaints  against  the  officers  of  the  municipal 
and  provincial  police  forces  in  Ontario  referred  to  the  Board  by  (i)  the  Chiefs  of 
Police  and  (ii)  the  Police  Complaints  Commissioner,  and 

(b)  review/ hear  and  determine  appeals  of  police  officers  from  adverse  decisions  of  the 
Chiefs  of  Police  in  disciplinary  actions  arising  from  public  complaints. 


FUNCTIONS 

The  Board’s  hearing  panels  are  constituted  when  - 

(a)  the  Chiefs  of  Police  Forces  refer  public  complaints  against  police  officers  to  be 
heard  by  the  civilian  Board  of  Inquiry: 

(b)  the  Police  Complaints  Commissioner  refers  public  complaints  against  police 
officers  to  be  heard  by  the  Board  of  Inquiry  in  the  public  interest:  and 

(c)  police  officers  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Inquiry  adverse  decisions  of  the  Chiefs  of 
Police  in  disciplinary  actions  arising  from  public  complaints. 

Each  hearing  panel  of  the  Board  consists  of  three  members  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  in  Council.  The  presiding  member  of  each  hearing  is  a  lawyer  appointed  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Attorney  General.  The  second  member  is  a  non-lawyer  and  non¬ 
police  officer  appointed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Police  Association  of  Ontario.  The 
third  member  is  a  non-lawyer  and  non-police  officer  appointed  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Association  of  Municipalities  of  Ontario. 

The  Board  of  Inquiry’s  hearing  panels  adjudicate  public  complaints  against  police  by 
conducting  public  hearings  in  accordance  with  the  mandating  legislation,  principles  of 
natural  justice.  Statutory  Powers  Procedure  Act,  and  Rules  of  Practice  and  Procedures 
of  the  Board.  Based  on  the  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearings,  written  decisions  with 
reasons  are  given  by  the  hearing  panel  and  disciplinary  penalties  are  imposed  on  police 
officers  where  appropriate.
